On July 30, 2004, the Board selected Joe H.
Vanderweide to serve as the Chairperson for the next year.

Vanderweide has served as the Vice-Chairperson, Chair of
the Architect/ Landscape Architect/ Geology Committee,
and Member of the Complaint Committee.

The Board elected other officers as follows: Thomas
Mulinazzi, P.E., L.S. as Vice-Chairperson; Joseph Johnson,
Architect, as Secretary; Cecil Kingsley, P.E. as Chairperson
of the Engineer/Land Surveyor Committee; and Philip
Meyer, L.A. as the Chairperson of the Architect/Landscape
Architect/Geology Committee. All will serve for the 2004-
05 year.

George Barbee and George Dean, P.E. were
appointed by Governor Kathleen Sebelius to the
Board on July 1, 2004. Barbee will serve as the
Public Member while Dean takes a Professional
Engineer position. Both have four-year terms that
will expire June 2008.

IN THE MATTER OF DONALD W.
OSBOURN

Summary:

In April 2003, the Kansas State Board of Technical
Professions received an inquiry from a Kansas licensed
engineer who had been hired by a franchisee to review a set
of drawings for an HVAC system, which drawings had been
sealed and signed by Donald W.
Osbourn, a Kansas licensed archi-
tect but which had not been signed
or sealed by a Kansas licensed
engineer. Upon receipt of that let-
ter, the Complaint Committee of
the Board had the matter investi- |
gated by one of its licensed profes-
sionals who had agreed to perform
investigative services. Upon com-
pletion of the investigation, the
investigator provided the Board
with a report. Based upon the let-
ter of inquiry and the investigative
report, the Complaint Committee
directed that a formal complaint be
filed against Mr. Osbourn, which alleged that he had
engaged in the unlicensed practice of engineering in the
preparation of the mechanical and electrical plans for the
HVAC and electrical systems for the project.

Board Action:

On March 11, 2004, a hearing on the complaint was held
before a hearing panel of the Kansas State Board of
Technical Professions. The hearing panel determined that
Mr. Osbourn had been retained to provide architectural
services for the restaurant and that he had gone beyond the
practice of architecture when he placed his architect seal
and signature on a set of mechanical engineering plans for
an HVAC system for the project. While Mr. Osbourn had
placed a disclaimer on the plans that provided “information
shown on this drawing has been furnished by the owner and
the contractor shall be responsible for the compliance with
all building codes and ordinances” such a disclaimer was
not sufficient to relieve Mr. Osbourn from the claim that he
had engaged in the unlicensed practice of engineering. The
hearing panel noted that “a member of the general public
reviewing the mechanical engineering plans that contained
respondent’s seal would not know that respondent was not
the designer of the HVAC system reflected in those plans.
Respondent’s attempted disclaimer was inadequate to dis-
claim responsibility for preparing the HVAC plans.”

Panel Decision:

The Panel Order provided that “while respondent violat-
ed Kansas law, there is no evidence that the violation was
intentional or willful. Therefore, a fine is not necessary to
deter the conduct of a licensee who has practiced many
years without disciplinary incident. However, the Board
has incurred Attorney fees and investigative costs in prose-
cuting this matter for which the respondent is liable, pur-
suant to K.S.A. 74-7039. Therefore, the respondent is rep-
rimanded for violating K.S.A. 74-7026 and K.A.R. 66-6-4
and ordered to pay the costs incurred by the Board in the
amount of $3,271.26 within 90 days of the date of this
order.” Said order was entered on the 10th day of May
2004.

Subsequent to the entry of that Initial Order, Mr.
Osbourn, through his attorney, filed a Petition For Review
of Initial Order on May 27, 2004. Thereafter, on July 30,
2004, the Kansas State Board of Technical Professions con-
sidered Mr. Osbourn’s Review of the Initial Order and at
that time was advised by Mr. Osbourn’s attorney that they
were withdrawing their Petition for Review of Initial Order.
The Board then issued its Final Order denying Mr.
Osbourn’s request that he be allowed to make 12 monthly
installments in payment of the amount identified in the
Initial Order and respondent was ordered to pay the costs
incurred by the Board in the amount of $3,271.26 within 90
days from the 9th day of August 2004.

Status:
As of August 16, 2004, the payment has not been
received by the Board Office.
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DISCIPLINARY ACTION TAKEN BY THE BOARD

IN THE MATTER OF DEREK KLINKEN-
BORG

Summary:

In April 2004, the Kansas State Board of Technical
Professions became aware of the fact that Derek J.
Klinkenborg, who is licensed as a land surveyor in both the
State of Missouri and the State of Kansas, had entered into
a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board for
Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land
Surveyors and Landscape Architects. In that settlement
agreement, Mr. Klinkenborg stipulated and agreed that in
drafting an easement lease for a client, he failed to conduct
a field survey of the site prior to drafting the easement but
instead, drafted the access easement and lease description
by overlaying the easement description over his easement
description on a prior survey prepared by Kaw Valley
Engineering. Mr. Klinkenborg also admitted in the
Missouri proceeding that his certification that the survey
was made on the ground under his supervision was false,
since he knew that the survey had not been made on the
ground under his personal supervision.

K.S.A. 74-7026 provides in part that the Kansas Board
shall have the power to reprimand or otherwise discipline,
suspend or revoke the license of any person who is found
guilty of any misconduct in the practice of any technical
profession or the violation of any rules of professional con-
duct adopted and promulgated by the Board or violation of
rules and regulations adopted by the Board for the purpose
of carrying out the provisions of the act governing the prac-
tice of technical professions. Additionally, K.S.A. 74-
7029(8) makes it a Class A misdemeanor for any person to
violate any of the provisions of the Kansas Licensure Act or
any rule and regulation promulgated by the Board in con-
formance with the act. K.A.R. 66-6-4(f) provides that in all
professional reports, statements and testimony, a licensee
shall be completely objective and truthful and include all
relevant and pertinent information therein.

Board Action:

As a result of the foregoing facts, Mr. Klinkenborg
entered into a Settlement Agreement and Consent Order
with the Kansas State Board of Technical Professions thus
avoiding the necessity of a formal hearing. The terms of
settlement in that agreement provided as follows:

1. That Respondent’s Kansas Land Surveyors license
#LS 1151 is hereby placed on probation for a period of
three (3) years commencing March 4, 2004 and terminating
on March 3, 2007. During the disciplinary period, respon-
dent may practice as a professional land surveyor in the
State of Kansas provided that respondent adheres to all the
terms stated herein.

2. The terms and conditions of the disciplinary/proba-
tionary period are as follows:

A. Respondent shall keep the Board apprised at all times
in writing of his current addresses and telephone numbers
at each place of residence and business. Respondent shall
notify the Board in writing within 10 days of any change in
this information.

B. Respondent shall timely renew his Kansas license
and timely pay all fees required for license renewal and
comply with all other requirements necessary to maintain
his license in a current and active status.

C. If at any time during the disciplinary period respon-
dent changes his residence from the State of Missouri, ceas-
es to be currently licensed as a professional land surveyor
in either Missouri or Kansas, fails to timely pay all fees
required for license renewal, or fails to keep the Board
advised of all current places of residence and business, the
time of absence, unlicensed status, delinquency in paying
fees for license renewal, or unknown whereabouts shall not
be deemed or taken as any part of the disciplinary/proba-
tionary period.

D. Respondent shall comply with all of the provisions of
K.S.A. 74-7001, et seq.; all rules and regulations of the
Board; and all local, state and federal laws. “State’ as used
herein refers to the State of Kansas and all other states and
territories of the United States.

E. Respondent shall appear before the Board or one of
its representatives for a personal interview upon the
Board’s request.

F. Respondent shall accept and comply with unan-
nounced visits from the Board’s representatives to monitor
his compliance with the terms and conditions of this
Settlement Agreement and Consent Order.

G. Respondent shall submit written reports to the Board
no later than Jan. 1, April 1, July 1, and Oct. 1 of each year
stating truthfully whether there has been compliance with
all of the conditions of this Settlement Agreement and

Consent Order. It is respondent’s responsibility to ensure
that the reports are submitted by the dates set forth above.
The first such report shall be received by the Board on or
before July 1, 2004.

H. Respondent shall submit to the Board no later than
Jan. 10, April 10, July 10 and Oct. 10 of each year of the
disciplinary period a comprehensive list of all Kansas land
surveying projects worked on for the previous three
months. Such list shall identify the projects worked on by
date, client, location of the project and a brief description of
the project and work performed. When requested by the
Board, respondent shall submit without delay a copy of all
documents related to a specific project(s) for review by the
Board, including, but not limited to, drawings, calculations
and notes. If no work is completed during the reporting
period respondent must so advise the Board in writing in
the same time frame and manner as set forth above in this
paragraph. It is respondent’s responsibility to ensure that
the lists are submitted by the dates set forth above. The first
such list shall be received by the Board on or before July
10, 2004.

3. Respondent shall pay the Board’s expenses and attor-
ney fees incurred in the prosecution of this matter in the
amount of $300 within ten days after signing this agree-
ment. Status: Mr. Klinkenborg has paid the $300 assessed
cost. Additionally, Mr. Klinkenborg has filed reports
required at this time.

IN THE MATTER OF RHA & A CONSULT-
ING ENGINEERS

Summary:

In the fall of 2003, Robert H. Anderson, a/k/a RHA & A
Consulting Engineers, entered into an agreement with the
City of Wathena to provide engineering work for the City
of Wathena. RHA & A did not hold a certificate of author-
ization to practice engineering in the State of Kansas. Upon
learning of this occurrence, the Complaint Committee of
the Board directed its attorney to prepare and propose a
Settlement Agreement and Consent Order to dispose of the
matter without the necessity of a formal hearing.

Board Action:

As a result of the Complaint Committee’s directive, a
Settlement Agreement and Consent Order was prepared
and submitted to RHA & A Consulting Engineers, which
was accepted by RHA & A. The terms of settlement pro-
vided the following:

1. The Respondent, RHA & A Consulting Engineers,
admit that it held itself out as entitled to practice, offered to
practice or practiced in the State of Kansas the technical
profession of engineering during the year 2003 and further
admits that at all times relevant thereto it was not licensed

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to practice engineering in the State of Kansas.

2. Respondent shall pay a civil fine of $1,000 in this
matter plus expenses incurred by the Board in the amount
of $380 for a total of $1,380, the said fine and expenses to
be paid forthwith.

3. Respondent will forthwith cease and desist from
offering to practice, holding itself out as authorized to prac-
tice or practicing the technical profession of engineering in
the State of Kansas until such time as it is licensed to do so
or hold a certificate of authorization to do so. Additionally,
Respondent will forthwith cease and desist from using any
letterhead, business cards, documents or advertisements in
the State of Kansas which in anyway refer to itself as an
engineer or a company holding a certificate of authorization
to provide engineering services until such time as it has
been licensed or certified to do so.

Status:

RHA &A Consulting Engineers has paid the total
amount of $1,380 and has fulfilled all of the terms of the
Settlement Agreement and Consent Order that he entered
into and the case file has been closed.

IN THE MATTER OF BURT WEST AND
ROBINSON SERVICES

Summary:

In September 2003, the Kansas State Board of
Technical Professions received a report of alleged viola-
tion from a Kansas licensed land surveyor. That report
indicated that Burt West and Robinson Services were
practicing or offering to practice land surveying by
preparing oil field surveys and were holding themselves
out as authorized to perform land surveying by verbal
claim, signs, advertisements, letterhead and business
cards. As a result of receiving this information, the
Complaint Committee of the Board had an investigation
of the allegations performed by a Board investigator,
licensed as a land surveyor in the State of Kansas.
Following the receipt of the report of investigation, the
Complaint Committee of the Board directed its counsel to
prepare and propose a Settlement Agreement and Consent
Order to Mr. West and Robinson Services.

Board Action:

A proposed Settlement Agreement and Consent Order
was prepared by the Board’s counsel and submitted to Mr.
West, Robinson Services and their attorney for considera-
tion. The settlement agreement was then approved and
signed by both Mr. West, individually and on behalf of
Robinson Services and by a representative of the Board.
The terms of settlement provided as follows:

1. The Respondents, Burt West and Robinson Services,
do not contest allegations that they have held themselves
out as entitled to practice, offered to practice or practiced
in the State of Kansas the technical profession of land sur-
veying in performing the Bloom surveys referred to
above.

2. Respondents, Burt West and Robinson Services, will
forthwith cease and desist from practicing, offering to
practice or holding themselves out as authorized to prac-
tice the technical profession of land surveying in the
State of Kansas until such time as Burt West has become
licensed to do so and Robinson Services has obtained a
certificate of authorization. Additionally, Burt West and
Robinson Services will immediately cease and desist from
the use of letterhead, business cards, phone book advertise-
ments or any other document which advises potential cus-
tomers or the general public that they are engaged in the
surveying profession.

3. This Settlement Agreement and Consent Order shall
not be construed as preventing Respondents from perform-
ing services in the future exempt under the provision of
K.S.A. 74-7034.

4. Respondents shall pay a fine of $500 in this matter plus
expenses incurred by the Board in the amount of $420 for a
total of $920, the said fine and expenses to be paid to the
Kansas State Board of Technical Professions no later than
30 days following receipt of this revised proposed
Settlement Agreement and Consent Order by the
Respondents’ counsel, Philip Ridenour.

Status:

Mr. West and Robinson Services have paid the total
amount of $920.00 and have fulfilled all of the terms of
the Settlement Agreement and Consent Order that was
entered into and the case file has been closed.

Report of Alleged Violation Procedure

An important part of being a professional is helping to
uphold the high standards of the profession. Webster’s
Dictionary defines a profession as “a calling requiring spe-
cialized knowledge and often long and intensive academic
preparation.” Similarly, a professional is one who is “char-
acterized as conforming to the technical or ethical stan-
dards of a profession.” The regard with which a profession
is considered is a direct result of the manner in which those
professionals engaged in it conduct their practice. With the
title of professional comes the often very difficult respon-
sibility of ensuring that the high standards of the profes-
sionals are maintained.

The “Rules of Professional Conduct,” K.A.R. 66-6-
4(p), states...” Each licensee with knowledge of any

alleged violation of K.S.A. 74-7001 et seq. or the rules and
regulations promulgated and adopted by the board shall:
(1) report the alleged violation to the board; and (2) coop-
erate with the board furnishing information or any assis-
tance that may be required.” To make this process easier,
the following report of alleged violation form may be
used. This use is not mandatory, however, and in many
cases a written letter explaining the problem may provide
even more information.

It is important that the indi-
vidual provide his or her name and address, as the Board
cannot investigate anonymous inquiries.

The NCARB 2004 Annual Meeting and Conference was
held June 23-26 in Portland, Oregon. Representatives
from the Kansas Board of Technical Professions attending
were Stan Peterson, Architect; Joe Johnson, Architect; and
Jean Boline, Board staff.

Member Board Executives met on Wednesday morning
to discuss common concerns and to hear presentations
titled “An Overview of the Professional Conduct
Committee Process” and “Reciprocity Impediments.” The
afternoon was spent in Regional meetings. Region V, of
which Kansas is a part, heard reports from Mark Aspaas,
Region V Chair from South Dakota, and Stan Peterson,
Region V Director. Delegates discussed the upcoming res-
olutions to be voted on and changes in the Region V By
Laws and Rules and Regulations.

The first Business Session was held Thursday.
Delegates heard reports from the President, Executive Vice
President, Secretary and Treasurer. The keynote presenta-
tion was “Portland Architecture: Designing a Self-con-
scious City” presented by Chet Orloff.

The Debut of a Uniform,
National “Rolling Clock”
for the ARE

After spirited discussion during NCARB’s 2004
Annual Meeting, a majority of Council Member Boards
passed a resolution officially creating a “rolling clock”
standard for the Architect Registration Examination
(ARE). Under the terms of the rolling clock, which will
be officially implemented on Jan. 1, 2006, candidates
for the ARE must pass the nine-division exam within
five years. Three transitional rules, which are noted
below, will guide this process.

Background

NCARB?’s Procedures & Documents Committee, led
by Kevin Monson, AIA, of Iowa City, Iowa, recom-
mended a rolling clock after extensively studying the
issue. By establishing this standard, NCARB Member
Boards recognize that the practice of architecture
changes over time. Likewise, ARE content, its format,
and its administration can change over time as well.

In its statement of support, the P&D Committee
noted, “Requiring that all divisions be passed within a
reasonable period will better assure that the ARE
remains a valid measure of the level of competence nec-
essary to independently practice architecture. While
some changes may occur within any five-year period,
there is a lower likelihood that applicants will be tested
under different forms of administration and methodolo-
gies than is the case currently with applicants having
unlimited time in which to pass all divisions.”

The Chauncey Group International, the Council’s
test development and operations consultant for the ARE,
also supports the rolling clock, suggesting that it is psy-
chometrically appropriate especially as the exam con-
tinues to evolve. Unlike other professions (including
the legal and accounting fields), architecture did not
have a uniform, national rolling clock for examination
prior to the passage of this resolution.

Transitional Rules

Three basic rules will guide the implementation of
the rolling clock:

« For applicants who have passed all divisions of the
ARE by Jan. 1, 2006, regardless of the time taken, such
applicants will have passed the ARE.

« For applicants who have passed one or more but not
all divisions of the ARE by Jan. 1, 2006, such applicants
will have five years to pass all remaining divisions. A
passing grade for any remaining division shall be valid
for five years, after which time the division must be
retaken if the remaining divisions have not been passed.
The five-year period shall commence after Jan. 1, 2006,
on the date when the first passed division is adminis-
tered.

« For applicants who have passed no divisions of the
ARE by Jan. 1, 2006, such applicants shall be governed
by the above five-year requirement. The five-year peri-
od shall commence on the date when the first passed
division is administered.

What’s Next

Long before NCARB introduced this resolution, nine
Member Boards already had implemented a rolling
clock requirement, among them Texas, Delaware and
South Carolina. NCARB’s adoption of a national rolling
clock requirement will implement a uniform standard
for all jurisdictions, thus facilitating reciprocity. For
those states with a rolling clock already in place, the
individual requirements can be eliminated, thereby
relieving them of some record-keeping burdens, while
respecting the intent of their current standards.
